To the inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of Hillsborough, 
in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Temple, on 
Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, at ten A.M., to act upon the 
following subjects. 


Article 1. To cast your ballots for the election of all officers required to 
be elected to serve the Town of Temple for the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To cast your ballots for the election of such officers as may be 
required, by law, to serve the Contoocook Valley School District for the 
ensuing year. 


THE POLLS SHALL OPEN AT TEN A.M., AND SHALL CLOSE NOT 
EARLIER THAN SEVEN O'CLOCK IN THE EVENING. 


- You are further notified to meet at the Municipal Building in said 
Temple, on Saturday, the Twenty Seventh Day of March next, at ten 
o'clock in the morning, to act upon the following subject: 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $488,237.00 for Town charges and other necessary maintenance and 
operating expenditures. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and committees or 
officers heretofore chosen and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $30,000.00 that would be needed to correct any existing inequities in 
the assessment valuation role. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $2,000.00 to pay for the updating of the property tax maps. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $18,000.00 to have the road agent pave Moran Road from Twillingate 
Road to the culvert at the foot of the hill on Moran Road (approximately 
2400') (By Petition). 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $10,000.00 to be added to the Town of Temple, Heavy Equipment Fund 
which has been previously established. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to stop plowing driveways and 
deduct the amount of money allocated in the Highway Dept. funds for 
this purpose from the Highway Budget. (By Petition). 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to enter into a lease agreement for the purpose of leasing a 
19938 fire truck, to be used for a fire attack pumper, and to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $45,000.00 for the first year's payment for that 
purpose. (Majority vote required). 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $30,000.00 to be put into a reserve fund for the future purchase of a 
fire attack pumper. This warrant article shall be rescinded if the 
preceding article should pass in the affirmative. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $3,000.00 to pay for the repair and refurbishing of the transmission of 
the Temple Fire Departments tanker truck (28T1). 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $8,000.00 to pay for the purchase of Self Contained Breathing 
Apparatus, and associated equipment, as required by NFPA #1981, for 
the Fire Dept. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell the 
fire attack pumper which will be put out to public bid. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise the Police Chiefs salary 
from $24,000.00 a year to $25,000.00 a year, retroactive as of 1 January 
1993. (By Petition). 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,000.00 to be paid to the Police Chief, not paid for the salary year of 
1992. (By Petition). 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $1,745.00 for a new KR-10SP Kustom Radar unit for the Police 
Department. (By Petition). 


Article 18. To vote to allow the use of the following described parcel of 
land for the construction of a playground: The triangular shaped, 
approximately 1/2 acre section of Map 7, Lot 35, located contiguously 
North of the Fire House/Municipal Building, within the boundaries of an 
existing stone wall, Route 45, and a wetland area. (No funding is 
required). 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to declare Saturday, June 5, 
1993, to be Temple Band Day, throughout the Town, in recognition of the 
honor they bring to Temple as they represent New Hampshire in the 
capacity of Grand Marshall escort in the Fourth of July Parade in 
Washington, D.C. on July 4, 1993. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Temple 
Historical District Commission to research the needs and requirements of 
the Town Hall in relation to adding handicap access to the building. Also, 
to have them report to the Town at the 1993 Town Meeting their 
findings, and suggestions. This is required by the State of N.H. that any 
public building by the year 1995 have handicap access. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen pursuant to RSA 31:95-b to apply for, accept, and expend 
without further action by the Town Meeting, money from the State, 
Federal or other Governmental unit or private source which becomes

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1992 


The Town Offices were saddened with the loss of our Town Clerk, Connie 
Hathaway. Connie was a wonderful person who always would greet 
everyone with a warm and friendly smile. She did a great job as Town 
Clerk and is a tremendous loss to many, as a friend, as well as the Town 
Clerk. 

We were fortunate, however to appoint Jeanne Whitcomb as Deputy 
Town Clerk and Deputy Tax Collector. This allowed Mrs. Sullivan to do 
her paperwork, as well as Town Clerk paperwork. 

Also, we would like to commend Moderator, Bruce H. Kullgren, Jr., for a 
job well done at the March 1992 Town Meeting. This was the first Town 
Meeting which Bruce was moderator, he did a great job. There were four 
elections in 1992 which Bruce worked at which went fine. He attended 
the Moderator Seminar this year and is enthusiastic about doing a good 
job as moderator. We are sure he will do a fine job again this year at 
Town Meeting. 

Someone else who deserves recognition for what she does is Ruth Quinn. 
Ruth prepares wonderful meals for the election workers. In all the years 
which she has done this there has yet to be a crumb left when dinner is 
over. Her meals are definitely the benefit of being an election worker. 


Budget 

We worked hard to keep the (Town) budget within reason in 1992. 
Resulting in a decrease in the towns portion of the tax rate. Some of this 
decrease was for obvious reasons, one being the disposal of the 
contaminated soil was completed. Another substantial decrease for the 
1992 budget was interest due on TANS. Going to double billing in 1992 
did help the Town with the flow of money. In 1992 we borrowed 
$950,000.00 and paid $11,706.00 in interest. Comparing this to 1991, 
when we borrowed $1,350,000.00 and paid $49,215.07 in interest, we did 
save a substantial amount of money by double billing. This gave the 
Town the ability to repay Tax Anticipation Notes easier. Hopefully, in 
1998 it will be even better. 

It did create much more work for those working within the offices, 
specifically the Tax Collector. That accounts for our request by some 
departments to cut their budgets by 5%. This of course, left some 
disgruntled. However, if we could all work together, it would allow us to 
give well deserved raises to those who work so hard for so little. We did 
not cut the budgets to take anything away from the community as some 
people believe. 

Another change for the Town in 1992 is that we were able to join the 
New Hampshire Municipal Association Liability Trust which will result 


in a savings. We should also be receiving dividends within two years. 
This will be based on claims made. We have been fortunate in having 
been a member of this program for our workmen's compensation 
insurance for several years. The association has sent people to our Town 
Offices and they have been working with us to increase safety and 
encouraging us to take precautions which should decrease our liability. 


Salaries 

Most of the Town Officers salaries could easily be doubled, as the work 
load has doubled. Research has shown us that the salaries, if doubled, 
would still be below other Towns in the area which are comparable to 
Temple. We felt that by adjusting some of the budgets we could then give 
salary increases to Town Officers and still try to keep the Town Budget to 
a minimum. 


Abatements 

Abatements continue to be one of the top request from residents. We can 
only re-emphasize that unless actual inequities exist, abatements at this 
point are not necessary. That is why after discussions with the assessor 
we put article #5 on the warrant. It can now be up to you, as taxpayers, to 
decide if inequities exist or is the town simply feeling the recession. 
Perhaps, looking ahéad we could prepare for a re-evaluation. Selectmen 
are also taxpayers and aren't "out to get the taxpayers." It should be 
noted that lower values=higher tax rate. 


Current Use 
The Department of Revenue Administration changed the current use 
laws in 1992. We updated all current use properties in accordance with 
the new laws. This allows only three categories for current use, those 
being... 

Unproductive Land 

Forest Land 

Farm Land 
If anyone feels as though they aren't categorized correctly, they can come 
into the office and we will be glad to go over the new laws with you. 


Temple Band 

In closing, we would like to say how proud we are of the Temple Band. 
We are fortunate to have a band such as this which brings pride and 
honor to themselves as well as to the Town of Temple. They will be 
marching on July 4, 1993 at the annual Independence Day parade in 
Washington, D.C. We wish them luck and again are proud to have this 
band within our Town.

MEMORIAL DAY 


This speech was prepared to be delivered on Memorial Day, 1992, but 
mother nature had other thoughts and pelted us with high winds and a 
heavy down pour. As a result, it was decided to print the speech in the 
Town Report for the benefit of everyone. 


Memorial Day - Temple, N.H. 
By Albert A. Quinn 


Many years ago, just past the turn of the century, Thomas Hardy wrote a 
poem entitled "The-To-Be-Forgotten". I would like to quote briefly from 
that poem: 


I heard a small sad sound 
and stood awhile among the tombs around 
"Wherefore, old friends," said I, 
"are your distressed, 
Now screened from life's unrest?" 


"Oh, not at being here, 

But that our future second death is near; 
When, with the living, memory of us 
numbs 


And blank oblivion comes." 


As we gather here today, is that sad statement to be echoed and re- 
echoed across the village green, across our cemeteries, across our wooded 
hills and dales? Is it thus with us, the living, that memories of our fallen 
heroes numb and for them blank oblivion comes? If this be true, and true 
it may well be, the time has come for each of us, and for all of us, to re- 
kindle the memories and dreams of our hero dead. This is the challenge 
that I give to you on this Memorial Day; a challenge for every day of the 
year, a challenge for every day of your lives. 

Whether you are young or old, whether you are new in Temple, a casual 
visitor or a life long resident, the three young men honored here should 
be your heroes. Their cause should be your cause, their dreams should be 
your dreams. For they were dreamers, these young warriors of ours, 
make no mistake about that. They dreamed of a better world - a world at 
peace - a world wherein the guns of war were silenced and the swords 
were sheathed. They dreamed of a world where all the children were safe 
and warm and free from fear and want. They dreamed their dreams, they 
fought their fight, they gave their lives. They did not return to their 
beloved Temple. 
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Even though these dreams seem less attainable now than they were half 
a century ago, we must not discard them, for they are dreams that are 
worthy of all of us; the high, the mighty, the lowly, the meek, you and me. 
Yes, these are our dead, but we give them life when we remember their 
dreams. 

The tools of war may be discarded and left to rust and rot, but we must 
never discard those dreams. To keep those dreams alive and bright and to 
nurture them to reality, we as individuals and as a community and as a 
nation, must dedicate ourselves to the proposition that to best serve 
ourselves, we must first serve our fellow man. Our soldier dead that we 
honor at this memorial tree gave everything, they ask only that we give a 
little. 

It is quite fitting, as we pause here today, to recall some words of Sir 
Walter Scott: 


Soldier, rest! thy warfare o'er 

Sleep the sleep that knows not breaking; 
Dream of battled fields no more; 

Days of danger, nights of waking. 


These words I dedicate to the three men of Temple who gave their lives 
in the Second World War. Three young men, our friends, our cousins, our 
brothers. Their bodies were conquered, but not their spirit; this was 
willed to us. Are we strong enough to meet this challenge or will we let 
that blank oblivion come? 

Once again, I shall call the roll and as each name is called, let there be a 
wreath placed upon a cross. A wreath that says we remember, we 
remember.

TEMPLE VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
1992 


This past year, the Temple Volunteer Fire Department had a fairly quiet 
year, yet it was also eventful. In January with the election of officers and 
Ed Holz's resigning as Chief, I was elected as the new Chief. Ed Holz had 
been our Chief for five years but has recently married and started a 
family and wishes to spend more time with them. Although we miss 
having Ed as our Chief, we are glad he has remained on the Fire 
Department and we wish him the best with his family. 

In 1992, we responded to a total of 42 calls. The breakdown is as follows: 
Structure Fire / Temple 
Structure Fires / Mutual Aide 
Motor Vehicle Fire 
Motor Vehicle Accidents 
Smoke Investigations 
Brush Fires 
Chimney Fires 
Rescue Calls 
Search for Lost Child 
Miscellaneous Calls 
False Alarms 
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This is somewhat less than what we responded to in 1991, which is partly 
due to the capture of an arsonist last year. We also had no power line 
fires. In 1991, we had 12 power line fires, mostly due to the hurricane. 

The Department now has four State Certified Instructors: Ed Holz, 
William Wildes, Dennis Canavan, and Deborah Canavan. Each of them 
is an excellent instructor and this has enabled us to do more "in house" 
training rather than going elsewhere for it. Dennis and Deborah 
Canavan are now also trained to Career Level by N.H. Standards. Three 
of our new members are attending the 88 hour course needed to become a 
N.H. Certified Firefighter, Level I. William Wildes, our Training Officer, 
set up 16 training drills in 1992, four of them with other towns. Quite 
often, area departments work together on fire calls and having trained 
with them has proved very helpful. Thanks to the efforts of our members, 
we are continually learning valuable skills. 

In keeping with the program of upgrading our equipment to NFPA 1500 
standards, the department has purchased four more sets of fire-protective 
clothing. Each year, the town's insurance company checks over our 
equipment and gear. Doing our best to update our equipment helps with 
our insurance rates by protecting our most valuable assets - our 
firefighters. 

Fund raising projects kept us quite busy in-between training sessions. 
The Fire Department Auxiliary also proved invaluable in their help this 
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year. John Dow spent a great deal of time collecting goods for the 
rummage sales and flea markets. Thanks to his extraordinary efforts, we 
had plenty to work with and raised quite a bit of money to put towards 
new equipment, 

The department purchased a new venting saw with some of the money 
raised. A venting saw is used to cut holes in the roof of a house on fire for 
the purpose of allowing some of the heat and smoke to escape. This 
enables the firefighter to enter the building to put out the fire before it 
destroys the entire building. 

In 19938, the Auxiliary has set a goal to raise enough monies to purchase 
one new Self Contained Breathing Apparatus, SCBA, for the department. 
The cost for these SCBA's is close to $2,000. but is extremely important in 
protecting the firefighter. We have approximately 22 line firefighters and 
only six obsolete SCBA's. We all hope they are successful in achieving 
their goal. 

The Department used some of its monies raised this year to purchase 
toys for children in town for Christmas. On December 21, with John Dow 
dressed in our Santa suit and various department and auxiliary members 
dressed as helpers, Santa visited 81 children of various ages throughout 
the town. Each child visited received a candy cane and a gift. All of the 
happy faces made the evening worthwhile. 

Some of the other extra-curricular activities that we were involved in 
were: 

Fire Musters: we participated in several fire musters around the 
state and brought home 2 trophies. 

Fire Prevention Week: our Fire Prevention Team visited the 
Kindergarten and Elementary Schools again this year with a program for 
the children to help them learn good fire safety practices. 

911 Telephone Stickers: we purchased and distributed new 911 
telephone stickers to everyone in town. These stickers have a place for 
your name and house number on them. Please ask about them if you did 
not receive one. 

Dog Tags: each firefighter now has a dog tag which they are to 
leave at the rescue truck when they enter a burning building. This 
allows us to monitor who is in these buildings. 

Looking over our Fire Department Budget page, you will notice that we 
went over budget by a large amount. If you scan over the different 
categories you will see that the reason for this over-expenditure is due to 
several major mechanical breakdowns. Each year we have an extensive 
maintenance program. This year we went even one step further by 
assigning a six-person crew to fully maintain each truck. At least once a 
week these crews completely check over their assigned trucks to keep it 
in prime condition and readiness. 

Unfortunately, this year we had a major pump failure and an engine 
failure which accounted for our over-expenditure. These failures were 
not from overuse. Even with all the training we do, we still put less than 
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100 hours per year on each vehicle. Comparing this to an average of 800- 
1000 hours per year that is put on the Highway Department vehicles, this 
doesn't seem like much time. The main reason for these failures is age 
and also a bit of bad luck. Bad luck is something that nothing can be 
done about. However, the age problem is a different story altogether. 

At Town Meeting in 1973, it was voted to purchase a new Fire Pumper 
to replace the 1959 pumper tanker that we were then using. At that time 
a 1973 GMC/Boardman fire truck was purchased. It was bought with the 
hopes of covering the towns needs for the next 15-20 years. We have 
managed to get the full 20 years out of this truck as it has been well 
cared for over these years. 

This truck is our only fire "attack pumper" and is our main fire-fighting 
apparatus. We depend on it first and foremost on nearly all of the calls 
that we get. Due to its age, its dependability is shrinking fast. The tank 
is leaking and the body is rotting away. If we have a structure fire call 
and this truck is unable to go, the nearest backup truck is 10 minutes 
away. Those 10 minutes are extremely vital when it comes to a burning 
building. It could mean the difference of saving someones home or losing, 
or more importantly, the difference between saving someones life or 
losing it. The time has now come to replace this truck. 

In this years Town Meeting there will be a warrant article to ask for the 
monies to purchase a new fire engine. We hope to spread the cost of this 
truck out over a 5-7 year period thus making the impact on the tax rate 
more tolerable. Though times are difficult for many now, we feel that 
this is something that cannot be postponed any longer. We ask for your 
support on this warrant article.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


1992 was below average for wildfires reported in our state. Our largest 
fire was in May in Rumney where a suspicious origin fire burned 
approximately 150 acres with a total cost of approximately $30,000. The 
N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted many other communities in 
wildland fire suppression as well. | 

Our fire lookout towers reported 289 fires, burning a total of 136 acres. 
Our major causes of fires were fires kindled without a permit, unknown 
causes and children. 

Please help your town and state forest fire officials with fire prevention. 
New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27) requires that, "No person, firm 
or corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or 
cause to be burned any material in the open, except when the ground is 
covered with snow, without first obtaining a written fire permit from the 
Forest Fire Warden of the town where the burning is to be done." 
Violation of this statute is a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine or up to 
$1,000 and/or a year in jail and you are liable for all fire suppression 
costs. 

Local fire departments are responsible for suppressing fires. The small 
average fire size of .47 acre/fire is a tribute to early detection by the 
public or our fire tower system and the quick response of our trained local 
fire departments. Please help your Warden and fire department by 
requesting and obtaining a fire permit before kindling an open fire. 

The N.H. Division of Forests and Lands assisted 28 towns with a total of 
$20,000 in 50/50 cost share grants for fire fighter safety items and 
wildland suppression equipment in 1992. 

If you have any questions regarding New Hampshire forest fire laws, 
please contact your local Forest Fire Warden (878-1479), State Forest 
Ranger, or Division of Forests and Lands at 271-2217.

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SOUTHWEST REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 


I am writing to request that Temple continue its membership in the 
Southwest Region Planning Commission. The annual dues are based on 
a rate of $1.00 per capita, according to the latest population figures as 
established by the N.H. Office of State Planning. The dues for next year - 
$1212.00 - will reflect any slight change in population. 

The Commission relies on its membership dues to fund core staff and 
office facilities. This financial foundation enables the Commission to 
provide basic planning services to member communities. As a member 
community, you are entitled to unlimited telephone support and office 
consultation regarding land use issues. We will also attend up to six 
meetings during the year with the Planning Board (or other boards) to 
help resolve local concerns. Staff is also available to help prepare or 
review minor changes or updates to land use regulations. 

The Commission offers other services such as the Planning Board 
Assistance Program, unique in that a community receives the benefit of 
96 hours of a professional Planner's time, at an annual cost of $2,400, to 
help with very specific local needs. The Commission is also available to 
prepare master plans, water resource management plans, capital 
improvement programs, special traffic studies, detailed impact studies, 
extensive zoning ordinance revisions, or other special studies. We also 
will use our geographic information system (GIS) to digitize tax parcels, 
zoning districts, land use base maps, wetlands, singularly or in various 
combinations. 

The new Clinton administration in Washington may well bring new 
funding opportunities for communities. The Commission will help your 
community acquire a share of state or federal grant monies. We will help 
member communities with grant applications for housing, public 
facilities, or economic development. 

Temple's membership allows the Commission to discharge its 
responsibility to the Southwest Region. In addition to maintaining a 
library of information and resource materials, the Commission works 
with many local and regional groups around issues that affect us all - 
transportation, housing, economic development, open space preservation, 
river protection, recreation, etc.

We continue to provide quality, professional 
emergency service to the residents (and any passing through!) of the 
communities of Greenville, Mason, New Ipswich and Temple. Our Board 
of Directors is comprised of 11 members, 2 each from each town and 3 
driver representatives. Out driver/attendants are residents of the four 
towns. All involved are voluntary members of SVAS with the sole purpose 
of providing this four town community with a viable ambulance service, 
in return for the cost of this 24 hour, 365 day-a-year service. This budget 
does not include the construction of our new building on Route 124, New 
Ipswich, which has been funded and built entirely by extremely generous 
donations from area individuals, local contractors, local businesses and 
the Mascenic Building Crew.

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MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 
Overview of Services Provided for the Town of Temple 


It is our goal to maintain quality services to residents of our catchment 
area, and to provide for the identified counseling needs of the community. 

Monadnock Family Services provides a full range of treatment for 
individuals who need counseling or who are experiencing a mental 
disorder. There are no restrictions based on diagnosis or age, and we 
continue to offer services to clients with little to no income. The 
Peterborough District Office is open five days and three nights a week. 
The Jaffrey District Office is now open four days and two evenings each 
week. | 

Based in our Keene Office, we provide 24 hour Emergency Services 7 
days a week, 365 days a year. As a part of that coverage, Mobile Crisis 
staff also provide services to the Monadnock Community Hospital 
emergency room, and to patients admitted to the medical units upon a 
physician's request. This year our Mobile Emergency Services served 611 
individuals. 

Through our Keene office, we offer services to clients who meet 
Department of Mental Health guidelines, that are partially supported by 
state funds. In addition to Mobile Emergency Services these include: 
Psychiatric Assessment and Medication Treatment, Client Service 
Management, Residential and Vocational Services, Continuous 
Treatment Team, and the New Beginnings Clubhouse. 

Last year the Monadnock Family Services served over 1906 individuals. 
Of those 655 were under the age of 19 and 156 were over the age of 59. 
This figure is reflective of open cases and does not contain those 
individuals who may have been seen as adjunct members of treatment 
(i.e., family members, school personnel, legal or other sources of referral). 

This past year, Monadnock Family Services provided to Temple 
residents, 

- 144 hours of direct treatment to 

- 3residents under the age of 18 and 

- 9residents 19 and older. 

Primary referral sources were self and friend referred, physicians, social 
service agencies, schools, and the legal system. 

MFS Adult Care Center was open over 900 hours in 1992, with an 
average daily attendance of approximately 15 clients. We provided over 
13,500 hours of service to elderly residents and their families. Many of 
the clients in the program have Alzheimer's Disease or related illnesses 
due to aging. 

The dollar amount requested from Temple to help us continue offering 
these services, is arrived at by multiplying the 1990 Census Bureau 
population figure by $1.00. This per capita amount represents no 
increase for the last three years. The amount we are requesting is $1,188. 
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TEMPLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1992 


The police department has had a very successful year in the prevention of 
crime in Temple. The overall crime rate has decreased from 1991. This 
is largely do to more patrolling and the continued training of the officers. 
However, the seriousness of the crimes has increased. Crimes in Temple 
that were investigated by the Temple Police Department and/or the State 
Police were sexual assault cases, drug trafficking, and felony fraud 
against the elderly. Serious motor vehicle violations such as high rates of 
speed, aggravated D.W.I., and reckless operation continue to be a major 
problem in town. 

There have been many improvements in equipment and officer training. 
The station now has proper fingerprinting and photography equipment, 
along with safety aids for both the cruiser and the station. Officer 
training has included CPR certification, motor vehicle violation training, 
and the use of "Cap-stun" pepper gas. This training will help to reduce 
the liability to the department and the town. 

The police department has given several talks to the Temple 
Elementary School and Conval High School students. Talks have 
included bicycle and Halloween safety and juvenile law. The Temple 
Police Department has also provided training to neighboring 
departments. 

The goals of the department for 1993 include increasing officer training, 
safety talks within the schools, and to continue to keep the roads of 
Temple safe for everyone. 

A very special Thank You to Officers Peter Clegg and David Elder for 
helping to make the department successful. Also I would like to thank 
the Temple Highway Department, Fire Department, and the community 
for all your support.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1992 


Summer: 

In the summer of 1992, we seemed to end up with more projects than the 
time to do them in. After first ditching and grading all of our dirt roads, 
we then started on the scheduled paved roads. Webster Rd. and the 
paved section of North Rd. were ditched and the shoulders were scraped 
down. The culverts were all cleaned and one of them was replaced. Next 
we installed several hundred feet of underground drainage to solve a 
severe ground water problem that we were having. Both roads were then 
shimmed up with cold patch to give them more strength and better 
shape. Several of the intersections along these roads were also paved. In 
late August, we sealed and sanded these roads and intersections. 

Our next big project was to finish rebuilding Fish Rd. between Hill Rd. 
and Old Brown Rd. We have been working on this road over the last 5 
years and I feel that the job is near completion now. All of it has been 
widened with hundreds of trees'and stumps removed. Over 2000 feet of 
underground drainage has been installed. Approximately 3000 yards of 
gravel has been hauled in and laid out. 840 feet of Geo-Textile fabric has 
been laid down under one section of road before graveling to prevent 
future contamination of underlying mud into the new road bed. Two 
culvert pipes 42" in diameter and 30 feet long were installed to replace 
the existing old stone culverts. Catch basins were installed and slopes 
were shaped, seeded, and mulched. Although rebuilding this road has 
cost a great deal of money, it is now repaired correctly. 

Our other projects included replacing several bridge railings and 
working on the street sign inventory. Unfortunately, the ground froze 
before we were able to install all of the sign posts. We will continue this 
project next spring. In July we tore up the paved parking area from the 
old Fire Station then loamed, seeded, and mulched the area. The grass 
grew well and left us with a nicer looking area that the town can use. 
Our regular road grading, roadside mowing, tree trimming, cold patching, 
etc., kept us busy between and around our other projects. 

In 1993, we plan to shim and seal East Rd. It was hoped that this could 
have been done in 1992 but the budget didn't allow for this. For several 
years, we had been repairing, then paving sections of dirt roads in town 
that are steep and have been hard to maintain. However, for the past 
two years, the time and monies have been spent on the Fish Rd. project. 
This year, we hope to pave the bad hill on Moran Rd. It is a dangerous 
hill and we feel that, as it was with the others, paving this hill will make 
it safer and easier to maintain. 

We also plan to continue to replace or repair several bridge railings 
around town. Unfortunately, about the only railings that are acceptable 
to the state engineers are the steel ribbon railings. That's progress for 
you. 
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Winter: 

The winter of 1992 is to be remembered as another strange winter. Even 
though it seemed as though we had hardly any snow in Jan., Feb., Mar., 
or Nov., we had 33 storms to deal with. We went through a record 
amount of salt and a large amount of sand because of this. Though we by 
no means wore out any of the plows, we had a lot of trouble with ice 
build-up from groundwater. Many of these "icebers" had to be ripped out 
with the loader or the backhoe several times as they kept reappearing. 
This was due to the combination of a lot of groundwater, no snow cover, 
and below-freezing temperatures. | 

The "Blizzard of 1992" that we had in December didn't stay with us for 
very long, but it was quite an expensive storm to deal with. The cost for 
driveway plowing for this storm alone was approximately $11,000. As 
this was the only storm of 1992 that it was necessary to plow driveways, 
you can see how easily a large portion of the budget can be used up just 
on driveway plowing alone. 

At the end of the year, the budget still came out in good shape. We will 
be putting a warrant article in this year to ask that all remaining monies 
from the 1992 highway budget be put into the highway equipment fund 
for the future purchase of heavy equipment. As the cost of heavy 
equipment is quite high, having some saved for this purpose ahead of 
time makes these purchases easier to deal with.

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BUSINESS GROWTH COMMITTEE REPORT 


Last March (1992), the citizens of Temple voted on the following question: 

Do you want the selectmen to appoint a committee to investigate the 
possibilities of inviting industry into Temple, in hopes of broadening the 
tax base? 

The vote was 226 in the affirmative and 76 in the negative. In due time 
the selectmen authorized the creation of the new committee, and 
following a search for members, an organizational meeting was scheduled 
for June 30. Held at the Timberdoodle Club, the meeting included nine 
people, representing a cross- section of the Temple community: Randy 
Martin, Tedd Petro, Dan Dube, Paul Quinn, Dave Clinkenbeard, Ethan 
Parker, Dave Foley, and Sandy and Sally Eneguess. 

The meeting went well and generated a number of observations and 
conclusions about Temple's economy, including: 

- The tax rate in Temple is indeed burdensome. 

- As of this time, no commercial/industrial zones exist in Temple. 

- It would be useful to find out what types of business and industry 
Temple residents want, and don't want. 

- It would be instructive to inventory all businesses currently operating 
in Temple in order to establish a clearer picture of the local economy. 

- Support of existing businesses is one of the most effective strategies 
the committee could use. 

- An inventory of locally available rental housing might be of value. 

- On-going public relation efforts about commerce in Temple would 
encourage economic activity. 

- There are a number of resources available at the state and (possibly) 
federal level to help towns promote commercial growth. 

- We should let the state know that we are interested in attracting new 
business inasmuch as out-of-state firms often contact the office of 
economic development when looking for new sites. 

- Small business has historically been an important link in the local 
economy. 

Randy Martin offered the use of the Timberdoodle Club as a site for 
future meetings of the committee, an offer that was quickly accepted. 
This arrangement has worked out well and the committee is fortunate to 
be able to meet in such agreeable surroundings. 

During the following months, considerable discussion took place 
regarding what the committee could and should do to promote 
responsible business growth in Temple. One of the important themes that 
emerged was that we should do everything possible to assist Temple's 
existing businesses. The first step in that process was to compile a list of 
every commercial enterprise in town. When that list was completed, we 
had put together a rather surprising roster of 83 firms. We also learned 
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that Temple has one of the highest rates of self- employed people in the 
state, which we feel is a real asset. 

We also decided to contact the state government and explore what 
resources are available through the various programs. As it turns out, 
New Hampshire is quite interested in getting its towns’ economies 
mobilized, and has well over two dozen separate initiatives for that 
purpose. After hearing presentations from two executives at the state 
level, the committee decided to pursue the Business Visitation Program 
(BVP). Put simply, the BVP teaches local volunteers how to find out what 
problems are being encountered by the town's small businesses and how 
to help them tackle these problems. | 

Since the committee had already begun the process--with the above- 
mentioned list--we already had a leg up and now, as of this writing, we 
are taking steps to get our volunteer "interviewers" trained, using free 
resources from the state. Sally Eneguess is heading up the subcommittee 
devoted to this project. 

Another initiative being investigated by the committee is the creation of 
a "Common Cents" program. Begun several years ago in Massachusetts, 
the program has since spread to a number of other New England 
communities. Basically, Common Cents is a community-based loan 
collateralization association which guarantees small loans to local 
businesses. At the core of the program is the concept that community 
members know the owners of these new or existing businesses and are 
willing to take an active role in backing their operations. Stuart Weeks is 
heading up this effort and has presented the committee with some very 
persuasive background material. 

A third program launched by the committee is the creation of a 
newsletter which will serve the dual purpose of keeping the Town 
updated on our activities while simultaneously encouraging townsfolk to 
"buy local" whenever possible. Randy Martin, who is also the committee's 
clerk, is spearheading this project and providing valuable start-up 
resources. 

These are some of the activities undertaken by the committee. At all 
times, we have tried to pursue goals that are in keeping with what 
Temple is, and what can be done to encourage the responsible expansion 
of the local tax base. We have avoided a "quick fix" approach and have 
instead begun laying a foundation for long-term success.

The Recycling Committee is made up of representatives from Temple, 
Greenville, Mason, Greenfield, Wilton and Lyndeboro - those towns that 
use the recycling center on Rt. 101 in Wilton, 654-6150. We have been 
meeting quarterly in the Wilton Town Offices. A number of us will be 
suggesting that we meet more frequently. 


Highlights of the Year 


1) Temple's percentage (10.37%) of the 1992 operating budget of $276,765 
amounted to $34,176.00. 
2) The amount budgeted for 1993 is $271,197.00 Our percentage is 
$32,209.00. 
3) Our Household Hazardous Waste Cleanup Day serviced 17 Temple 
homes, 150 homes in total. 
4) The face-lift at the recycling center continues with many noticeable 
improvements. Apparently we are a model for many other communities 
interested in recycling. 
5) New E.P.A. regulations requires that the freon from our frigs and air 
conditioners be recycled. For information contact the center. 
6) Due to the additional labor and expense required to sort through the 
. clothing, after it is handled by the public, we can no longer take second 
hand clothing home with us, though we can still drop it off. 
7) The Recycling Policy Committee encourages local individuals and 
businesses to explore ways of making use of the materials that we dispose 
of. We do so because recycling is a big business and many entrepreneurs 
from out of town are currently profitting from our "precious" resources. 
Possibilities range from recycling freon to worm farms or creating 
methane gas from the tires..There are many more. Again call the 
recycling center (654-6150) if interested. This is one way we can also 
address last year's ballot question, relating to strengthening and 
developing local businesses.
